But caficcr remains the great scourge 
of clvlliiKition. like a cur/jc ui>on the race, and 
some students Insist It is even on the increase, 
though for reasons: -already given I do not be- 
lleve this. Enough to know that you and' I are 
bound to encounter this disease at one time or 
another, and when we have to face it. we should 
face It with the -courage that knowledge of the 
evil gives, not In helpless terror. If I know a lit- 
tle. about snakes and their ways, surely I can 
deal more safely and Intelligently with one that 
grosses my oath.

Dr. Maud Slye has demonstrated direct Inheri- 


tance of a kind of cancer in mice, through many 
generations, and also an apparent immunity of 
certain families of mice, but we have no reason 
to assume that 
this applies to human cancer. 


Medical opinion generally holds that cancer Is not 
heritable. Surely experience and the history 'of fam- 
ilies where cases have occurred would not suggest 
that cancer is inherited. . 


Neither Is cancer contagious or communicable, as 


from patient to nurse or attendant, or from patient 
to friends or intimate members of the family. Sur- 
geons believe that cancer is transplahtable from the 
site of disease to normal tissues of the same person, 
and they use special care to guard against spreading 
any cancer tissue or material, even microscopic 
cells, to healthy tissues.
